The  Pioneer  Valley 
Region 

The  Pioneer  Valley  Region 
of  Western  Massachusetts  encom- 
passes the  4th  largest  metropolitan 
area  in  New  England.  The  602,868 
residents  of  the  region  can  choose  a 
variety  of  lifestyles  from  among  the 
43  cities  and  towns  located  in 
Hampden  and  Hampshire  Counties. 
Communities  range  in  size  and 
character  from  the  rural  hilltown  of 
Tolland,  population  289  to  the  Gty 
of  Springfield,  the  region's  major 
urban  and  cultural  center  with 
156,983  residents.  Thriving  college 
communities  are  anchored  by  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  at 
Amherst,  one  of  the  leading  research 
universities  in  the  nation  and  world- 
renowned  institutions  such  as  Smith, 
Mt.  Holyoke,  Amherst  and  Hamp- 
shire College.  Prime  business 
locations  are  available  in  new  and 
renovated  historic  office  buildings  in 
the  region's  diverse  central  business 
districts,  in  suburban  locations,  and 
in  new  business  and  industrial  parks 
currently  being  developed. 

Major  Employers  of  the 
Pioneer  Valley  Region  lists  business 
and  government  establishments 
which  employ  more  than  50  people. 
Data  for  this  report  was  collected 
during  the  3rd  and  4th  quarters  of 
1991  at  which  time  the  region  had  a 
total  of  65 1  Major  Employers.  In 
addition  to  the  listing  of  establish- 
ments, Major  Employers  charts  the 
change  in  employment  among  these 
companies  from  1989,  the  first  year 
this  report  was  published. 


Changes  in  Employment 
(1989-1991) 

The  region's  major  employ- 
ers suffered  significant  decreases  in 
total  employment  between  1989  and 
1991  as  the  national  recession, 
which  was  first  experienced  in  New 
England,  lingered.  In  total  employ- 
ment, however,  and  in  five  of  the 
seven  employment  sectors,  the 
Springfield  Labor  Market  Area 
outperformed  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  in  job  retention. 
According  to  statistics  compiled  by 
the  State's  Department  of  Employ- 
ment and  Training,  the  region's 
primary  labor  market  area  lost  7. 1  % 
of  its  overall  employment  as 
compared  to  a  9.8%  decrease 
statewide  (see  table  page  2). 

The  Region's  Major 
Employers  experienced  reductions 
in  staff  of  14.4%  during  the  1989- 
1991  period.  All  sectors  experi- 
enced decreases,  but  the  government 
and  service  sectors  reductions  were 
least  severe.  Overall,  employment 
gains  for  the  region's  largest  firms 
occurred  in  the  health  care  industry. 
Nursing  homes,  hospitals,  and  lab 
and  allied  services  with  more  than 
50  employees  added  over  950  jobs 
between  1989  and  1991.  Miscella- 
neous Services  increased  its 
workforce  by  50%  adding  207  new 
employees. 

A  total  of  725  establish- 
ments with  over  50  employees  were 
tracked  between  1989  and  1991. 
Although  individual  company 
statistics  are  confidential,  the  tables 
appearing  on  pages  2-7  depict 
changes  in  employment  by  industry 
sector.  These  725  businesses  or 
organizations  are  those  for  which  a 
reliable  data  bank  exists  for  both 
1989  and  1991. 

Of  these  companies,  145,  or 
20%  of  major  employers,  increased 


employment  adding  7,757  jobs. 
Employment  levels  stayed  the  same 
for  206  companies  or  28%  while 
374  or  5 1  %  of  the  region's  major 
employers  reduced  their  workforce. 
Employment  in  105  of  these  374 
establishments  fell  below  the  50 
employee  threshold  and  thus  are  not 
listed  in  the  directory.  These 
companies,  however,  continue  to  be 
included  in  the  Commission's  main 
data  base  since  their  employment 
levels  are  expected  to  increase  over 
time. 

About  This  Report 

The  major  employers  in  this 
report  are  listed  by  community  in 
order  to  track  the  employment  base 
at  the  local  level  and  assess  com- 
muting patterns.  Companies  which 
have  multiple  locations,  each  with 
50  employees,  are  listed  by  the 
individual  site.  For  example,  Big  Y 
Foods,  Inc.  has  numerous  stores 
located  throughout  the  region.  Each 
store  that  employs  over  50  people 
has  its  own  listing.  In  the  case 
where  a  company  has  numerous 
locations  within  one  community,  it 
will  be  listed  once  under  its  main 
office  address.  New  England 
Telephone  Company  operates  from 
several  offices  all  within  the  City  of 
Springfield,  thus  this  company  is 
listed  once  in  Springfield. 

The  Pioneer  Valley  Plan- 
ning Commission's  1989  major 
employers  data  base  was  updated  for 
this  edition  through  a  telephone 
survey  to  each  of  the  establishments 
originally  listed.  Membership 
Directories  from  the  region's 
Chambers  of  Commerce  provided 
additional  information.  Follow-up 
information  was  obtained  from 
return  mail  questionnaires.
